What satisfied the 
conditions of 75 years ago will not satisfy the conditions of to- 
day. I will suggest no new systems; if we need any let a wise 
| head prescribe. On examination, I found a very good list of 
text-books, with one exception—the _ reader. Appleton’s 
reader had not a friend in the school room. The scholars 
lacked an interest in this part of their work, and, with the ad- 
vice of the teachers, I introduced Swinton’s series. 


PARENTS AND FRIENDS :— Your presence is an influence 
inthe school. Itinspires courage and confidence in the soul 
of the teacher, and prompts the student to active study. Our 
teachers are human beings, and not machines. They need 
your support and your sympathy. We too often make the 
school:a melancholy and child-dreaded place. The school- 
room should be pleasant as the home, the teachers honored 
and befriended ; then will our schools assume a higher perfec- 
‘ tion and mark a better progress. 


A prudential committee should understand what constitutes 
a good instructor, and then have the courage to’ employ one. 
First class teachers are in the field; the resolute, active and 
- strong are there—those who have come to work and not to 
drone. Voters, you control the education of the young. Be 
careful how you use your power. Leave party strife to the 
sphere of politics, forget the cows¢z or the aunt who would 
teach and select the best man for your agent.

Gentlemen: Having been appointed October 43) F383) )tOre 
fill the vacancy caused by the absence of Mr. Geo. B. Cox 
from the state, I herewith submit the following report as Sup’t. 
of Schools since the above date. 

District No. 2. This district had a fall term of 10 weeks. 
Visited the school about the sixth week and found it under the 
instruction of Miss Mary E. Huckins, an able and intelligent 
teacher, Other duties prevented me from attending this school 
at its close, but from the well known experience and ability of 
its teacher I have no doubt the term was pleasant and _ profit- — 
able. Whole number of scholars 6, average 6.  Classed as 
follows: reading 6, spelling 6, arithmetic 6, geography 4, 
grammar 2, history 1, composition 1, algebra 1. Register 
well filled out. 


District No. 3. Union with Holderness. This school 
-had a fall term of 13 3-5 weeks, taught by Miss Sarah J. Wor- 
then, a young teacher, but possessing the necessary qualifica- 
tions for making one of the best. Visited this school twice, 
once about the middle of the term, and again near its close. 
Satisfactory advancement was made in the studies, and the 
order was excellent, Register one of the most complete in 
town. Whole number of scholars 10, average 9g; classed as 
follows: reading 10, spelling 10, penmanship 10, arithmetic 8, 
geography 3, grammar 4, composition 5, book-keeping 3. 

District No. 4. Fall term of 7 1-2 weeks, taught by Miss — 
S. Grace Curry. Visited this school at its commencement 
and again at its close. A good degree of interest was exhibited 
by both teacher and pupils, fair progress was made and good 
order prevailed. Whole number of scholars 11, average 9; 
classed as follows: reading 11, spelling 11, penmanship 5, 
arithmetic 6, geography 2, grammar 3, history 3, composition 
1. The register was quite well filled out in most respects. I 
find that I am not recognized as Superintendent, neither am TI 
credited with having visited the school at all. No visits re- 
ported from any one in the district.

Mpa vor: This district has had but one short term of 4. weeks 
the past year. Miss Laura E. Brown was employed to teach 
this school, and so far as I have learned gave good satisfaction. 

At 
the*time of my visit I thought the school was well managed 


-and good improvement being made. Whole number of schol- 


ars 13, average 10; classed in reading 13, spelling 13, pen- 
manship 13, arithmetic 10, geography 3, grammar 2, compo- 
sition 2. Register not as complete as it should be. 


District No. 1. Being a member of the Board of Educa- 


cation, I have visited the schools in this district, the past year 


as often as circumstances would permit. We have had 28 
weeks of school the past year—two terms of 10 weeks each, and 
one of 8 weeks. There has been no change of teachers in 
either department the past three terms. Our schools have been 
well managed, the teachers have worked earnestly, faithfully 
and untiringly, and deserve far more praise than they ever get. 
The illness of the teacher in the intermediate department dur- 
ing the spring term somewhat detracted from the progress that 
undoubtedly would have been made but for that. Scarlet 
fever, sore throats and scare broke up the classes seriously in 
all departments in the fall term. The district very generously 
appropriated nearly ninety dollars for the purchase of globes, 
maps and charts, and the Board have placed two 12-inch Fitz 
globes and a series of Hughe’s outline maps in the interme- 
diate and grammar schools, and a set of Monroe’s reading 
charts in the primary department. All of which, we believe, 
are duly appreciated by both teachers and pupils. | Some new 
readers are very much desired in our schools. The scholars 
have become so familiar with their old readers, that the teachers 
find it next to an impossibility to keep up any interest in the 
reading classes. ‘‘Can we have some new readers?’’ has been 
asked me often the past year. I hope to be able to answer 
that question satisfactory to all interested at the commence- 
ment of the spring term.

The whole number of different p 
pils that have attended this school the past year is 58. Aver- 
age daily attendance 33. The pupils in this school are all 
taught in reading, spelling, penmanship and oraly in arithme- 3 
tic, geography and vocal music.

which it was organized. A total number of 31 gave a regular 
attendance of 23. 


The Board of Education has made several changes intended 
to adapt the number of pupils to the several rooms and dis-_ 
tribute them in the diflerent departments, according to their 
attainments, and present the studies in their proper place. A 
series.of readers well suited to the condition of the school was 
introduced at the beginning of the year, and other text-books af 
terwards. A new plan of study has been adopted, tolerably 
free from omissions and defects which several years’ trial had 
‘pointed out in its predecessor. Its introduction necessarily 
displaced some of the classes, while it. imposed an unusual 
amount of work upon others, or gave them less than their cus- 
tomary share ; but these inconveniences will be only tempo- 
tary. The written examination at the close of each term is’ 
expected to show the standing of the classes, and stimulate the 
exertions of pupils and teachers.
